Another Narrow Facape. 


“This flight from Prince Rupert 
to Sitka, a distance of approxti- 
mately 300 miles, took us from 
9:20 a. m. until 1:10 p. m. Next 
to the thrill of suddenly coming 
upon the Alaskan city of Ketchi- 
kan, with its picturesque location 
and crowds waving to us, the flight 
was comparatively uneventful un- 
til about 11 a. m., when we were 
flying over the water to the east of 
Prince of Wales Isiand. By flying 
over a narrow neck of land only a 
mile wide on Kulu Island we knew 
we could jump direct from Sumner 
Strait to Chatham Strait and cut 
off about 75 miles of flight out of 
sight of land over Christiana 
Sound, past Cape Decision, and 
thence up the open Pacific along 
Baronofid Island to our destina- 
tion. But when we tried to cut 
| across this neck of land the clouds 
4ropped down so low that we were 
‘forced almost to the tree tops and 
had to turn back and take the long 
| way. 
| “Tt was while we were turning 
that Hank and I nearly floundered 
on the rocks. We happened to get

you have never been in a plane 
when it has dropped into the ‘wash’ 
of another plane, in your wildest 
imagination you will never be able 
to conjure up a picture of what it is 
like and what a shiver it sends 
down your spine. The propeller 
wash from another machine is like 
It shakes and flips your 
ship about In a series of crazy 
maneuvers. fe were only 75 feet 
off the ground at the time, so we 
couldn't dive down out of it with- 
out smashing up on the rock coast 
of Kulu Island. We managed to 
get out of it by swinging to one 
side. But it was a close thing. 

“For thirty miles now we flew 
without seeing any land, and as 
that was the longest we had been 
over the Open sea since the-start or 
the world flight we got a bit of a 
kick out of it. 


Sitka a Gorgeous Sight. 

“At 1:10 Prince Rupert time og 
12:10 Sitka time, with the air per- 
fectly clear and calm, we flew over 
the harbor of Sitka, with ita charm- 
ing old world Russian Church, the 
city that was made the first capital 
of Alaska in 1804. 

“It was a gorgeous sight. Sitka 
is one of the most picturesquely sit- 
uated towns that we saw on our 
flight around the globe. A fringe 
of small islands covered with ever- 
green trees lies across the mouth of 
the harbor and on the other three 
sides it is surrounded by precip- 
itous snow-capped peaks. 

“We were entranced by the sight. 
But on the following day we were 
to see it under different ciroum~< 
stances that were to make us wish 
Baranof had picked a more shel- 
tered spot for hig capital. A storm 
came up that nearly wrecked our . 
expedition, just as a similar sterm 
had ended the expedition of Vitus 
Bering and Alexander Chirtkov, the 
first navigators to explore this 
coast, nearly 200 years before.”

Perhaps ¥° 
arrival from abroad of many 
called peasant cupboards and 
hanging bread closets have stirred 
the interest in ‘nese homely fur- 
nishings, but we find women 
searching for old ones, or imita- 
tions, sketchers at museums get- 
ting patterns, and home carpen- 
ters making cupboards in spare 
time and painting them to match 
the rest of the furniture in rooms 
they are to grace. 

To complement the kitchen cab- 
inets, narrow closets are being 
built—one fitted into a niche on 
either side of a_ kitchen table, 
maybe, or perhaps behind a kitch- 
en door or in an odd space where 
they are invaluably useful. Some- 
times they have wide deep shelves 
for kitchen utensils where the 
usual closet room has been neg- 
lected. Again, they have many 
shelves, some grooved to stand 
plates in, and with hooks on the 
edge of the shelves for cups to 
hang on. The real modern kitchen 
cabinet is favorably kriown to us 
all. 

The old-fashioned closet—safe 
as it was frequently called—had 
two closed doors at the bottom, 
two or three drawers under the 
board, and three or four shelves 
above for dishes and pewter, and 
two shelves, at least, notched out 
on the edges to hold teaspoons in 
an odd-looking fringe. 

Some of the peasant. closets are 
of the corner variety, bullt with the 
open shelves above, but with two 
narrow doors below concealing the 
shelves and their contents. These 
closets are gaily painted with a lot 
of colorful decorations that make 
them rather startling to those un- 
accustomed to closet vagaries. Jn 
some of the Russian models there 
is a place on the top shelf designed 
for the family Icon and the queer 
combination of closet and altar 
makes them very quaint. In this 
case they also have a candlestick at 
either side of the space designed 
for the Icon. 

The Bohemian closets are rather 
lower and longer than some of the 
others, and we often find them 
painted white with a running bor- 
der of conventionalized flowers in 
gay colors, with single flower mo- 
tifs in the door panels and back of 
the shelves. 

Owners of country houses are es- 
pecially keen on the old-fashioned 
cupboard models. Many kitchens 
are built with deep, open fireplaces 
where the room is big enough to al- 
low it for decorative effect with 
andirons, warming pan, corn pop- 
per, toasting fork and peel hung at 
the sides for decoration. On the 
high shelf we are apt to find old 
brass or pewter candlesticks with 
snuffers, and at the side of the 
fireplace the toddy closet is built 
in.
